INTRODUCTION 


Interest in energy matters has increased in recent years as a 
result of very rapid price increases in some forms of energy and 
occasional shortages in the supplies. There has been a 
corresponding increase in requests for statistical data bearing 
on energy reserves, production, conversion into other forms, 
distribution and consumption. This Directory provides a 
comprehensive listing of ABS publications which contain energy 
related data. 


Other organisations which produce statistics in this field 
include the Department of National Development and Energy, the 
Joint Coal Board, the Australian Institute of Petroleum, the 
Electricity Supply Association of Australia, and the Bureau of 
Mineral Resources, Geology and Geophysics. State Government 
departments and instrumentalities also are important sources of 
energy data, particularly at the regional level, while a number 
of private corporations and other entities operating within the 
energy field also publish or make available a significant amount 
of energy information.
